f HIM 25 TIMES 


Whipping in Court in Trial of 
J. Stanley Nantz. 


Youth Declares New Rattan 
Stick Was Used. on Back; 
Jury Is Not Requested. 


Charles Melcher, 14 years old, of 2926 
Texas avenue, a pupil at the Garfield 
School, on the witness stand in Judge 
Miller’s division of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, Wednesday, related 
that on Dec. 8, he was whipped 2 times 
with a new rattan whip in the hands 
of J. Stanley Nantz, principal of this 
school. He was the State’s first wit- 
ness against Nantz, who is charged with 
assault and battery. 

The boy declared he was struck at 
least 18 times across the back, while 
the remainder of the blows were across 
his legs. He said the punishment left 
him sick and nervous, and he could not 
sleep for three nights. The whip, he 
declared, had been soaked in some liq- 
uid, as the principal wiped it across 
his arm before he applied it. 

That the Board of Education intend- 
ed to make a firm defense in the case 
was indicated when Nantz went to 
trial. 

Summoned as witnesses in Nantz’: 
behalf were Superintendent Ben Blewett: 
and Dr. James Stewart, physician for 
the board. Nantz was defended by E. 
M. Grossman, attorney for the board. 

Melcher was a pupil under Miss Mar 
garet Hereen: He was sent to the prin- 
cipal’ to be disciplined, because he re- 
fused to recite with the other pupils in 
his room. 

The maximum penalty for assault and 
battery is $100 fine or six months in 
jail, or both. A jury was waived. The 
boy was in court with his father,

On the stand the boy told that he was 
Struck s times, 18 the blos on his 
back and the remainder on his legs. 

After being sent to the principal, 
the boy declared he explained the 
circumstances of his refusal to re- 
cite, and that the principal then sai 
he must be punished. Pointing to an 
old whip, the principal remarked, the 
boy testified, that “ft was not good 
enough,” and that “a new one was 
needed.” 

“He gave me a note to take home to 
my father, which I did.“ young Melcher 
told the Court. Papa went to see Mr. 
Nantz and told him not to whip me, and 
that if I was whipped, he would see the 
Prosecuting Attorney about it. 

“When I went to school next morn- 
ing, I was sent to see Mr. Nantz. He 
had a new whip, which he had soaked 
in something, for he was wiping it 
off on his coat. He hit me about 25 
times, but mostly on the back. He 
struck me six or seven times on the 


legs.

Goes Home at Recess, 

I wanted to go home, but he made 
me go back to my room, and I had to 
wait until recess. Then I went home.“ 
The boy also testified that he was ren- 
dered sick and nervous as a result of 
the punishment, and was sleepless for 
three nights. 

In cross-examination, Attorney Gross- 
man sought to show the boy wore two 
pairs of trousers, in anticipation of the 
punishment. The boy stoutly denied it. 
Dr. George E. Anderson, 3105 South 
Jefferson avenue, testified to the extent 
of young Melcher’s injuries and his con- 
dition. He said the boy had a number 
of welts across his back, shoulders and 
legs, and that one of the welts “was 
oozing, and looked raw and beefy.” 

He described the youth as being nor- 
mally of a highly nervous nature, and 
declared the whipping had intensified the 
nervousness. He said the boy com- 
plained of inability to sleep. He treated 
the youth several times, he testified.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2%.—Vigorots 
opposition to the proposal to withdraw 
radium lands from entry was made be- 
fore the House Mines Committee today 
by Thomas R. Henahen, State Mining 
Commissioner of Colorado, who declared 
such action would ren the radium min- 
ing industry. 

„All we want is to be let alone,” he 
declared. We are getting out the radi- 
um. If you tie up these lands, pros- 
pectors will not go into them. 
99 out of 100 prospectors fail. What 
they need is encouragement; ‘ not 
discouragement, if this radium:is to ve 
mined.” 

Joseph M. Flannery, president of the 
Standard Chemical Co, of Pittsburg. 
said his company had spent in three 
years $650,000. to produce two grams of 
radium. The effort had been inspired 
by the fact that a close relative was if- 
flicted with cancer, he said. The grams 
cost $480,000 to produce, he estimated, 
and brought in $240,000. In April, he said, 
the company would be producing one 
gram a month. 

“There is enough radium ore in Colo- 
rado to supply the world five times 
over,” said Flannery: “Only 200 grams 
are needed for the whole United States. 
I will undertake to deliver to the Gov- 
ernment in five years from Jan, 1, 1915, 
200 grams of radium at a maximum 
price of $80,000 a gram.”

TOWN WELL IN 
KANSAS BECOMES 
100 HOT 10 USE 


For Five Days Water From 750 
Feet Underground at Girard 
Has Been at 119 Degrees. 


PITTSBURG, Kan., Jan. 21.—For five 
days the deep well which has supplied 
the city ot Girard, 10 miles from here, 
with water for many years, has beén 
yielding water too hot to be used even 
tor bathing. purposes until cooled. For 
five days the water has been at a tem- 
perature of 119 degrees. 

This morning the water plant super- 
intendent discovered that the hard rub- 
ber valves in the big pumps had been 
so softened by the hot water that the 
pumps were failing. 

So the plant was shut down and Girard 
ecnaumers are obtaining their water 
from shallow ‘wells, cisterns and other 
sources at considerable inconvenience. 

Some local scientists attribute the phe- 
nomenon to the volcanic disturbances 
in, Japan. Others say some chemical 
action has caused it. Samples of the 
hot water have been sent to the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. The well is 75) 
feet deep.

CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, Jan. A.- Or- 
ders were issued by Francisco Villa to- 
day for a concentration of rebel forces 
along the railroad north of Torreon. 
The rebels scattered in the State of 
Durango and Coahuila and the garri- 
son in Juarez were ordered to join 
those of Chihuahua, Jiminez and Santa 
Rosalia, with a view of preparing a 
formidable front in the projected rebel 
advance southward. 

Evidences have multiplied that the 
Federals at Torreon are determined if 
possible to check the rebellion at that 
point. Torreon is now the northernmost 
Federal stronghold in the heart of the 
republic. 

The Federals hold that if the revo- 
lutionary movement from the north js 
to be halted at all, it must be halted 
there, and that the loss of, Torreon to 
the rebels would leavg the way open 
tor Villa’s advance to Saltillo, Monte- 
rey, San Luis Potost and cities near 
Mexico City. 


Villa to Have 15,000 Men 
Consequently, according to reports re- 


ceived here, the. Federals are drawing 
all their available soldiers toward Tor- 
reon in the hope of dealing a decisive 
blow to the rebels. 

Gen. Villa said he was not ‘inclined to 
believe the Federals would evacuate 
Torreon. He therefore ordered to be 
concentrated all rebels who might be 
spared from the surrounding country. 
Within: 10 days, he said, his available 
ermy for the campaign would number 
15,000 well-equipped soldiers. Gen. Villa 
himself expects to lead the campaign, 
but not until he has first visited Juarez, 
for which place he planned to leave to- 
day.

FOR CANADA, DIES 


Once Resident Governor, Mem- 
ber of Manitoba Legislature 
and Dominion Parliament. 


LONDON, Jan. %1.—Lord Strathcona 
and Mount Royal, High Commissioner 
for Canada, died at 1:88 o'clock this 
morning. 

Lord Strathcona’s life spanned nearly 
a century, and his active career a full 
three-quarters. ‘The best way to live 
to an old age, he explained when found 
at work at his desk in London on his 
ninety-third birthday, Aug. 6 last, “iy 
by not thinking about age at all, but 
just going on doing your work.” 

From his eighteenth year, when, as 


for Canada, to his ninety-fourth year, 
which would have been completed next 
August, he lived up to his maxim of 
work. 

His first years in Canada were those 
of an adventurous youth. The Hudson 
Bay Co. engaged him as a clerk, and 
by successive stages he grew to be heai 
of the corporation, and he was its last 
resident governor. During this service, 
which was mainly in Labrador, he was 


A threatened with snow blindness, and had 


to make a forced march of 500 miles 
through the snow to Montreal for an 
operation on his eyes. This is only ons 
of many instances of his perseverance, 

After 80 years in the eastern wilds, 
he became Resident Governor in Mon- 
treal, and later accepted the offer of 
leading Lord Wolseley’s expedition to 
the Northwest. Later he bent his en- 
ergies toward opening up the West, and 
he is credited with having pressed the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to completion 
across the continent, He also had politi- 
cal experience as a member of the Man- 
itoba Legislature and .the Dominion 
Parliament for many years. In 1896, 58 
years after he had first landed in Can- 
ada, Lord Strathcona was sent to Lon- 
don as High Commissioner.

WILSON'S MESSAGE 


Financiers Say It Marks New Era 
Between Government and 
“Big Business.” 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—For the first 


time in the memory of Wall street, the 
financial district yesterday was com- 
pletely in the dark as to the details 
of a presidential message until after 
the actual reading of it began in Con- 
gress. 

As far back as the memory of the 
financial district runs, leading financiers 
and alert Wall street brokerage houses 
have had advance copies of messages, 
although these documents have been 
given out to news associations on 
pledges that their contents would not 
be divulged until delivery. Until yes- 
terday, however, somebody invariably 
has violated this pledge. The result 
had been that the stock market always 
discounted the effect of the document. 
For several days past newspapers and 
news agencies had been besieged by in- 
quiries about yesterday’s message. No 
one, however, could give authoritative 
information, for it was not delivered ‘o 
any news agency until shortly before the 
President himself made it public. 

The result was that the market stood 
stock still in the early part of the day. 

Just before the clock on the Exchange 
floor pointed to 12.30 the news ticker 
buzzed and somebody shouted: 

“The President’s message is coming 
out!“ 

Traders stopped shouting and there 
was a rush to the tickers. News agen- 
cies sent the message out. practically 
im full, and the brokers followed it 
word for word. 

„It's bullish!““ shouted one, and that 
was a signal for a resumption of trad- 
ing on an active scale. In a few min- 
utes. general advances were scored. Un- 
til the end of the day the market re- 
tained firmness. 


Message Pleases Financiers. 
Throughout the financial district 


there was general satisfaction over the 
message, which was regarded as mark- 
ing a new era in-the relations between 
the Government and big business. Many 
prominent financiers showed great sat- 
isfaction. Here are the expressions of 
some of them: 

George J. Gould: I feel encouraged. 
My attitude for a long time has been 
one of extreme conservatism. The sen- 
timent is more cheerful and I believe 
that business will be better. I would 
much prefer to have the issuance of se- 
curities regulated by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission than by a large 
number of state commissions. I do not 
think the abolition of interlocking di- 
rectorates will prove so troublesome or 
disturbing to the corporations as has 
been feared in some circles. 

Daniel G. Reid, ‘head of the Rock 
Island syndicate: Very reassuring. 
‘Harriman & Co.: The message con- 
tains nothing that should alarm the 
investor. No legislation radical enough 
to injure business is suggested. The 
public is prepared for new laws with 
definite rules for doing business and 
for punishing individuals for attempts 
to do business unfairly. The reforms to 
be attempted will be comparatively 
easy. 

John T. Keane, head of the Stock 
Exchange firm of Keane, Zayas & Potts: 
The message displays coolness, precision 
and excellent judgment. It shows the 
President is in touch with sentiment 
throughout the country. The sugges- 
tions made could come only from a mas- 
terly mind. The message undoubtedly 
foreshadows a new era of prosperity 
with a clearer and better understanding 
of the laws about which there has been 
so much doubt and confusion. 

William C. Vanantwerp, governor of 
the Stock Exchange: I call the message 
constructive statesmanship, and, like- 
wise, constructive morality. If I had 
a son just entering upon a business ca- 
reer under these new standards I should 
be happy. He would have what the rest 
of us have not had—a masterly con- 
structive leadership at the nation’s head 
and a constant incentive to high ideal 
attainment. The boys who begin ih this 
way are fortunate, indeed. 

Henry Clews: It is quite evident that 
there is a disposition on the part of 
the great business interests of the coun- 
try to meet the President in a fair and 
square method of adjusting their busi- 
ness transactions. The temperate and 
conciliatory tone of the message is com- 
mendable. There is nothing drastiq 
about it. I think that after the enact- 
ment of the new trust legislation Presi- 
dent Wilson may well be content with 
the achievements of his party and ad- 
ministration and that the country at 
large will then have earned a needed 
rest (for a time at least) from any 
further reformative and corrective legis- 


la tiin. 
ö Morgan Hasn't Read kt. 
James Speyer: I have not had an op- 


portunity to read the message yet, but 
from what I have been told it is vi- 
dently a very fine document, 

J. P. Morgan: I have not had time 
to read the message yet, because I have 
been too busy, but if I had I would not 
discuss it. 

Sternberger, Sinn & Co.: We consider 
the message of a constructive nature 
and one such as to inspire confidence. 

William J. Wollman: The message is 
clearly constructive and business-like 
and will go far toward restoring confi- 
dence and helping the unemployed, as 
business men will be encouraged to un- 
dertake new business. It is very gratify- 
ing to see that Mr. Wilson realizes the 
railroad situation. Equitable treatment 
of the railroads is the most important 
subject at this time. It looks now as if 
they would be given full and unpreju- 
diced consideration. |.

Revision of Bills Begun. 
Following a conference last night at 


the White House, members of the House 
Judiciary and Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committees went to the capitol 
today with the program as outlined in 
mind, and revision of tentative drafts 
of measures already prepared was un- 
dertaken. 

Senator Newlands, chairman of the 
committee which will have charge of the 
legislation in the Senate, and Chairman 
Clayton, Representatives Carlin and 
Floyd of the House Judiciary Subcom- 
mittee on Trust Legislation, were in the 
conference with the President.

“tT have never believed that the ca- 
pacity for directing the political or 
financial destinies of this country was 
a special gift by Providence to the 100 
or so men who, up to a short time ago, 
so largely dominated the business in- 
terests of this country, and whose influ- 
ence in politics cannot be regarded as 
having been beneficial or even innocu- 
ous.” 
' Commissioners Are Pleased. — 

Chairman Clark of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission: I am very giad 
that the President has adopted the sug- 
gestion in reports made by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for many 
years regarding the regulation by that 
body of the issuance of stocks and 
bonds by railroad companies. We havs 
been endeavoring te have this feature 
of railroad regulation made part of the 
law for many years, and now that we 
have the President behind us we hope 
to have such provision enacted into 
law.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 21.—Chairman 
August Herrmann of the National Base- 
ball Commission today said that organ- 
ized baseball will protect its contracts 
in and out of the civil courts. 

“Organized baseball,“ said Mr. Herr- 
mann, “has always recognized contracts 
end will continue to do so, but when 
contracts held by the clubs of organized 
baseball are assailed by the Federal 
League or ‘anyone else, that party or 
parties may expect organized baseball 
to make every endeavor to protect its 
contracts in and out of every civil court 
if necessary..

Sewell M. Johnson Is Charged 
With Criminal Offense Against 
‘Charles Webb. 


CONSPIRACY WAS ALLEGED 


Statement Printed in The Sun 
‘Involved Official in Missing 
City Book’ Scandal. 


An indictment was returneu Wednes- 


day by the St. Clair County grand jury 


at Belleville against Sewell M. Johnson, 
publisher and editor of the East St. Louis 
Sun, charging him with criminal libel 
against State’s Attorney Charles Webb, 
by publishing a statement that Webb 


had tried to employ the Burns Detective 


Agency to steal records from the office 
of the East St. Louis City Copptroller. 
The statement was published in the 
Sun on Nov. 7, 1913. Under the heading, 
“Light on Missing City Books Mys- 


tery,” the Sun printed a story that Webb 
and Curtis Betts, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, had entered into a conspiracy to 
have ‘the detective agency steal the 
books while Comptroiler William R. Ro- 
denberger was out of the city. 

The books, six large bound volumes, 
had disappeared while Rodenberger was 
at Kampaville, III., on a fishing trip. 
Webb had demanded warrants and 
vouchers in Rodenberger’s possession for 
the scrutiny of the grand jury, and Ro- 
denberger had refused to give them up, 
taking the position that he was the legal 
custodian of them and did not want to 
take the responsibility of a them 
ou of his possession. 

Mayor Chamberlin had given Webb an 
order on Rodenberger for the warranis 
and vouchers. Rodenberger persiste? n 
his refusa] to give them up and Cham- 
berlin removed him from office. Webb 
had the grand jury issue a subpena 
duces tecum for the warrants and 
vouchers and they were taken to Belle- 
ville and turned over to the grand jury 
by W. W. Kimball, Rodenberger’s suc 
cessor. . 

The City Council had, some time de- 
fore, ordered that these vouchers and 
warrants be destroyed, but they were 
in use for checking up purposes and 
their destruction had been delayed. 
When this was,brought to the attention 
of Mayor Chamberlin he promised that 
they should not be deStroyed, but Webb 
was afraid that something might happen 
to them anyway and was not content 
until he ‘obtained possession of them. 

It had not occurred. to Webb that 
there was any danger of the large 
record books being stolen or destroyed. 
Following the disappearance of “these 
books an investigation resulted. Fa the 
indictment of Rodenberger on the charge 
of embezzling them. 

When Johnson learned that an indict- 
ment had been returned against him and 
a capias issued, he went to the office of 
Sheriff Mulconnery in Hast St, Louis 
and accepted service and was released 
on $1000 bond. He declined to discuss 
the indictment.

Duke of Clarendon. 

ST. PAUL, Minn,, Jan. 21.—Dr. Ernest 
Villers Appleby, husband of the late 
Cornelia Day Wilder-Appleby of St. 
Paul, a son of former Archdeacon Ap- 
pléby of the Episcopal diocese of St. 
Paul, former University of Minnesota 
professor, and a relative of the Duke 
of Clarendon, whose suit in London to 
recover $20,000 from Baroness May de 
Pallandt is now being heard, was wide- 
ly known here. 

The plaintiff's friends in St. Paul 
expressed surprise at the court actfon 
and the alleged relations between Dr. 
Appleby and the Baroness. 

Mrs. Cornelia Day Wilder-Appleby 
died in January. 1903, and, according to 
friends of the family, Dr. Appleby ap- 
parently was overwhelmed with grief, 
and they cannot account for the report 
that he became infatuated with the Ba- 
roness in that year. From other 
sources, further information was ob- 
tained which intimated that he was 
paying suit to the Baroness at the time 
he was endeavoring to break the will 
of Mrs. Wilder-Appleby. 

By an ante-nuptial agreement made in 
Philadelphia, Mrs. Wilder-Appleby prom- 
ised Dr. Appleby an annuity of $10,000 
providing he remain single. The residue 
of her estate was left to charity. Dr. 
Appleby sought to have her will set 
aside, on the grounds of public policy 
and litigation lasted from 1903 to 1910.

Mrs. Wilder-Appleby was the only 
daughter of the late Amherst H. Wilder. 
Her mother, Fannie S. Wilder, died in 
April, 1908, and litigation of the three 
wills left by the members of the Wilder 
family eventuaily resulted in a decree 
confirming title to the Wilder estatés in 
the trustees and placing the Wilder 
charities on a firm basis.

BERLIN, Jan. 21.—Letters showing 
that the Siemens-Schuckert electrical 
concern, one of the leading firms in 
Germany, arranged to pay commis- 
sions to Vice-Admiral Koichi Fujii, for- 
merly Japanese naval attache in Berlin, 
on all business done by the firm for 
the Japanese Navy, were read in court 
here today during the trial of a for- 
mer stenographer of the firm’s Tokio 
branch. The accused was sentenced by 
the Court to two years’ servitude on 
a charge of stealing confidential corre- 
spondence between the branch and head 
offices, and of attempted blackmail. 

One of the extracts from the corre- 
spondence said 2% per cent commission 
was to be paid to Vice-Admiral Fujii. 
Other heavy commissions were men- 
tioned, particularly one of $56,250; which 
had been authorized for particularly 
confidential expenditures in securing a 
$375,000 contract for the erection of a 
wireless station by a subsidiary Ger- 
man telegraph company.

WISCONSIN EUGENIC 
LAW INVALID, IS RULING 


Milwaukee Circuit Judge .Finds 
It. Violates Rights Secured 
by Constitution. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 21.—The 
Wisconsin eugenics law regulating the 
issuance of marriage licenses yesterday 
was held unconstitutional by Circuit 

Judge F. C. Eschweiler. 

The Court holds the law which pro- 
vides for a physician’s certificate of 
health, including the Wasserman test, is 
violative of the rights secured by the 
Constitution and that it conflicts with 
religious liberty, because it tends to pre- 
vent marriages. ; 

The Court disagreed with the recent 

rulings of Attorney-General Walter C. 
Owen, who held that the law did not re- 
quire the Wasserman test. 
The Court maintains that if the State 
wishes to exercise its right to prevent 
undesirables from marriage it should 
assume the burden of weeding out the 
unfit and thereby not cast upon the it 
an unfair demand and thus materially 
cc onlin an inalienable right.

Mrs. Elizabeth Winn, who was shot 
by her husband, Charles Winn, a meat- 
cutter, at Eighth street and St. Clair 
avenue, Tuesday night at 8 o' clock, 
died at St. Mary's Hospital at 10 
o’clock Wednesday morning.

He urged this step as one that would pro- 
tect the railroads from “many serious handicaps 
and hazards“ and would mark decided progress 
“toward the necessary separation of the business 
of production from the business of transporta- 
tion.” 

The Post-Dispatch has a special interest in this 
measure of reform because, although it had been 
suggested and recommended before the Frisco and 
New Haven scandals, this paper ‘used them, 
particularly the Frisco exposure, as the oc- 
casion of starting an effective practical cam- 
paign for prompt congressional action, which 
made the issue acute. The President was swift 
ta grasp and utilize the timely condition, which 
assures the success of his proposal. 

The remainder of the program recommended by 
the President was fully outlined and discussed be- 
fore the delivery of the message. It includes the 
prohibition of interlocking directorates and hold- 
ing companies; personal guilt for corporate mis- 
deeds; redress for individuals injured by mo- 
nopoly oppression and definitions of illegal trust 
practices supplementary to the Sherman anti- 
trust law, which is not to be amended.

It is possible to dry- 
clean ruffles, vests that are attached by 
jonly one side to the frock or any sort 
t lace or net trimming that is not su- 
perimposed on the cloth or silk by lay- 
ing the dress on a table and pulling 
out the ruffles or vest or whatever it 
is, putting white paper under this and 
sifting borax thickly over it. Then 
place another piece of paper on the top 
and put on a weight—an old flatiron 
will do. Leave it for several hours. bu 
be very careful in doing this that the 
borax does not touch the material of 
the frock or it will fade it. 

Old laces that are very much solled 
can be made to look like new by steep- 
ing. Make a rather strong suds of 
white or naphtha soap and warm wa- 
ter. Pour this into an old preserve jar 
and put the lace in. Place it in a 
saucepan of boiling water and let it boil 
slowly for an hour. 

When the lace is taken from the jar it 
should not be rubbed, but simply rinsed 
in cool water and then pinned out to 
Gry. Real lace should never be ironed, 
as this always flattens the threads and 
takes away the new look. Squeeze out 
the water carefully with the hands and 
lay the lace face down on a board. An 
ironing board can be used for pur- 
pose if you cover one end with a clean 
piece of old muslin stretched very tight 
over it and pinned on the wrong side 
of the board. Now pin each pdéint of 
the lace through to the table, taking 
care in the case of collars or vests that 
the proper shape is preserved, because 
as the lace is pinned so will it be whe? 
it is dry. The lace should be stretched 
just a little bit, but be careful not to 
strain it. If put in properly the pins do 
not leave any mark and the lace will 
look as it did when it came from the 
shop. When quite dry gently pull the 
points into shape. 

Very old lace, brown with the stains 
of age, can be brought back to its for- 
mer beauty by steeping in milk in a 
preserve jar placed in a pan of boiling 
water. After the stains have been re- 
moved the lace should de gently 
squeezed through warm soapy water. 
Real lace seldom requires stiffening, 
but the imitations sometimes look bet- 
ter if a little starch is used.
